Prospects for recovery have been

| the Lawrence Mills the Arlington 
is showing the most activity at 
present, 

With the increased industrial ac- 
tivity has come a very marked de- 
| cline in the amount of local wel- 
| fare payments. This amount 
| reached a peak, in cash and gro- 
ceries, of $560 the week ending 
| June 11. Since then it has steadily 
declined until for the week ending 
July 2 it was only $300, almost fifty 
percent less. The main cause of 
this has been the increased work at 
Shawsheen and Marland’s, while a 
W. P. A, quota increase has taken 
some men off town welfare. If the

Night alarms late Sunday 
* night or early Mon- 
Fire day morning, they 
Alarms were not Andover’s 
but rather Law- 

rence’s and North Andover’s, be- 


cause fortunately we had no noc. 
turnal alarms. And if we had had 
any, you probably wouldn’t have 
minded much anyway because the 
chances are ‘that your sleep was 
pretty much interrupted by fire- 
works anyway. However, we all 
mind the alarm when it breaks into 
an ordinary night’s slumber as it 
does frequently throughout the 
year, 

Six or seven years ago the fire 
department was besieged with calls 
from people who did not like to 
be awakened by the fire alarm, 
and at that time the department 
tried to alleviate the situation by 
eliminating the all-out signal of 
two blows. But after a half-year of 
this experiment, it was given up, 
because people awakened by the 
original alarm couldn’t rest easy 
until they knew that the fire if any 
was all out. Since ‘then there have 
been complaints still coming from 
citizens who after a hard day’s 
work hate to be awakened by the 
fire alarm blasting away for some- 
thing that’s probably only a false 
alarm, a chimney fire, or some 
small blaze. 


Of course it’s a nuisance, The 
train whistle was a nuisance, too, 
and that was elminatied, The ques- 
tion then arises: why not eliminate 
night fire alarms? And that brings 
up the question: how are you go- 
ing to do it? The fire department 
necessarily depends on a large 
number of call men, and these men 
must be notified that there is a 
fire. If they are not notified, and 
a serious fire results, we who don’t 
like that night alarm would prob- 
ably be camping down on Chief 
Hmerson’s doorstep the next morn- 
ing blaming him. Yes, it would bea 
good thing to cut out those noc- 
turnal blasts, but first we must find 
a different way of notifying the 
call men. 


You can help, Why not use the 
telephone wherever possible when 
you have a fire of any kind? Then, 
if the fire is inconsequential, if no 
more assistance is needed than the 
regular men provide, the alarm 
would not have to be sounded. To- 
day when a box alarm is pulled in, 
the whistle starts sounding, and 
the whole department, pumps, lad- 
der and all races away to the box. 
More often than not the ladder and 
the second engine were not needed, 
but the department, not knowing 
from a mere box alarm whether 
the fire is big or small, cannot take 
the chance of sending insufficient 
apparatus, So use the teleshone. 
Tell the fireman who answers who 
you are, where you are and what 
the fire is, Then he won’t sound 
the alarm if it’s not necessary, and 
he won't send out unnecessary ap- 
paratus, This practice woud elim- 
inate at least half the whistles, day 
and night. 

Probably no way could be found 


of eliminating all the day-time , 
whilstles, for the call men are 
working all over town. But possibly 
the telephone company could assist 
with the night-time alarms for fires 
which require call-men’s services 
If the call-men could all be reached 
by phone within a few minutes, it 
woud ‘help a great deal. In these 
days of marked scientific progress, 
it would seem to be an easy thing 
to have the list of call-men’s num- 


bers on file at the exchange, with} 


the operator, usually not very busy 
at night-time, plugging them in 
when requested by the fire-depart- 
ment. Perhaps there are technical 
difficulties in this suggestion, but 
for the peace of Andover’s sleepers, 
it would seem ‘that it’s at least 
worth looking into.

a record which the 
town thasn’t been able to boast of 
for some years. There can be no 
doubt that one of the reasons for 
this record is the increased ac- 
tivity of registry and police officials 
in stopping speeders and in appre- 
hending drunken drivers. 

When you suspect that almost 
anywhere along the road there may 
be a trap or a state or local officer 
may see you speeding along, the 
chances are that you will cut down 
your speed, And if you don’t cut 
down your speed and you’re caught, 
the chances are that you will cut 
down your speed in the future. The 
chances of accidents, serious ones, 


itaking place at ‘fifty miles per hour 


are much greater than the chances 
of their taking place at forty or 
at thirty, and for that reason the 
drive of local and state officials 
against speeders is to be com- 
mended. There is always the danger 
of course of being arbitrarily 
strict. Wholesale passing out of 
tickets to motorists is to be de- 
plored, for more often than not a 
courteous warning would do a 
world more good than a ticket. We 
want Andover to be safe; we want 
its record of no fatalities to con- 
tinue; but at the same time we 
know these ends can be accom- 
plished without getting the goat of 
every motorist who passes through 
the town. If motorists can be made 
to feel that Andover’s policemen 
are courteous and are out to help 
them instead of to ‘“‘get” them, An- 
dover will be a safe community 
without being one which motorists 
shun because of unwise police ac- 
tivity.
